Big Fight in Ontario 

The Ottawa Citizen— The fore 
cast of The Financial Post tends 
to strengthen the idea that the 
big fight will be in Ontario and 
Nova Scotia with little change in 
the West and little; if any, in Que 
bec. 

Generally speaking, there is 
nothing in this detailed survey to 
indicate any change of govern 
ment, though probably, in the 
great majority of cases, the fore 
cast is made by bankers who per- 
sonally adhere to the Conservative 
party. 

Thinks King Will Do Better 

Toronto Daily Star—Those 
attach importance to the forecast 
will say that the Liberals cannot 
have a clear majority in the House 
against the combined numbers of 
the Conservatives and the tive 
groups. But there can be no com- 
bining of these groups wfth the op- 
position led by Mr Bennett and 
Dr. Manion. 

In so fay as The Star is concern: 
ed, while we complimént The Fin 
ancial Post on the enterprise it 
has displayed in making this fore- 
cast and the care with which the 
work has been done. we feel con- 
vinced that the Mackenzie King 
Government is going to do much 
better at the polls that this fore- 
cast indicates, 

Thinks Bennett Will Do Better 

The Mail and Empire, Toronto~ 
We think that The Post is badly 
out in its estimates of results in 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. If our own advices 
are to be trusted, Ontario should re 
turn seventy Conservatives: Man- 
ttoba should come back to the Con- 
servative fold, and Mr Bennett 
should secure about twelve seats 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta, In 
1926 the Conservative lead in On- 
tario was cut down by a factor 
which no longer exists; Manitoba 
is normally Conservative, and 
Saskatchewan has recently elected 
a local Conservative ministry. No 
administration could survive the 
present trade depression and un- 
employment. The whole trend ot 
public sentiment is in favor of a 
change in order that Canada may 
‘nave a new chance.

Reliable as Possible 

London Free Press, Branch 
bank managers in Canada and 
bankers generally are independ- 
ent in politics, Although there are 
some who are not, they are divided 
pretty everly between both major 
politica) parties, as literature com 
ing into newspaper offices indica 
tes. Therefore, the result of a sur- 
vey made by The Financial Post, 
in which it asked 3,000 bank man 
agers in Canada to name the can 
didate in their constituency they 
thought would win, is of much in- 
terest and some importance. It can 
be considered as reliable as any 
straw vote can be. 

Does Some Figuring 

Hamilton Herald.— The Finan: 
cial Post admits the return of the 
Liberal Government, basing the 
view on several hundre@ forecasts 
sent in by the mnagers of branch 
banks throughout the country, 
These returns are naturally conser: 
vative in character, and indicate 
fewer seata won by the Liberal 
party, 

If the thirteen doubtful seats 
went to the Conservatives, they 
would have 103 seats in this cal 
culation as against 110 for the Lib- 
erals. If the doubtful seats went to 
the Liberals, which is not impos- 
sible they would have 123 as 
against 92 Conservatives.

Thornton 
Says Nothing 
Wrong 
Organically

Winnipeg— Sir Henry ‘Thornton, 
president of the Canadian National 
Railways, who is on his anngal 
trip of inspection in Western Can- 
ada, comments on business condi- 
tions as follows. 

“We can't expect the sun to 
shine all the time; there are bound 
to be showers, But so many people 
are mistaking a shower for a cy- 
clone, 

“We have got to look below the 
surface and see if there is any- 
thing wrong with our fundament- 
als. If you diagnose the position of 
the country 6rganically, so to 
speak, you will find that we have 
the same courageous and intelli- 
gent population we had a year aBB. 

“That tells us that we have no 
disease, or as the doctors would 
diagnose it, we have nothing or- 
ganically wrong and we are merely 
passing through a headache or a 
cold, 

“We could not have had the 
stock market losses of the crash 
last year in New Yerk, which car- 
ried down all the markets in the 
world, without these losses finding 
expression in reduced purchasing 
power of the people in all lines.

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BID FOR SUPPORT 
WITH PUBLIC FUNDS 
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In the present elec- 
tion campaign, Mr Bennett first 
loosened the purse strings. Mr 
King for the first time in his pub 
lic career exhibited a tendency to- 
ward parsimony. But he is rapid- 
ly recovering his habitual genero- 
sity and in recent speéches has 
tended to match Mr Bennett's 
election bets. Before the campaign 
ends he may even raise the ante. 

Looking over the campaign 
speeches to date, the dollar cost of 
the promises may be summarized 
as follows: 


Mr Bennett promises to com- 
blete the Hudson Bay route, build 
the Peace River outlet, and begin 
at once the canalization of the St. 
Lawrence Waterways. 


‘Toronto.— 


These three projects may be 
placed at —Hudsopn Bay route, 
$20,000,000; Peace River outlet 
$50,000,000; Greater St. Lawrence 
Waterways, $280,000,000. Total 
$350,000,000. 

Mr Bennett also promises to 


make the old age pension scheme 
national. instead of half national 
and half provincial. The important 
factor here is that Mr Bennett 
would extend the pensions to the 
provinces which are now under it- 
the Maritimes and Quebec. ‘The 
present arrangement will cost the 
national treasury, when it gets 
well under way, about $10,000,000 
per year, but adding the half now 
paid by the provinces and includ- 
ing the eastern provinces where 
the percentage of old folk is very 
high, the cost probably would ex- 
ceed $30,000,000 per year or an ad- 
ditional $20,080,000.

It is clear, therefore, that Mr. 
Bennett's present bid for office is 
more than $400,000,000, a greater 
sum, in fact, than the entire nation- 
al debt in July, 1914.

Mr King, so far, has promised to 
expedite the St. Lawrence project 
and complete the Hudson Bay 
route. He differs with Mr Bennett 
on the Peace River outlet in that 
he will try to make the railway 
build the road and thereby avoid 
expenditure of public money. If 
the railways refuse, however, he is 
pledged to make it a national un- 
dertaking. 

Mr King has declined to go in 
for a wholly natioMW old age pen- 
sion scheme and orignally he de. 
clined to promise a national high- 
way. Lately, however, he has weak- 
ened to the extent of promising to 
aid the provinces in building high- 
Ways, 

In regard to the unemployed Mr 
King has promised immediate suc- 
cor by way of unemployed relief. 
He has stipulated, however, that 
the provinces must join with the 
Federal government in footing the 
relief bill; must ask for aseistance. 

Mr Bennett has not defined his 
solution of the unemployment pro- 
blem other than to promise to call 
an immediate session of Parlia- 
ment (which would cost $2,000,000 
and be a real boon to the new mem- 
bers) at which he would advance 
a legislative programme designed 
to solve the problem. 

Undoubtedly Mr Bennett, so far, 
has outbid Mr King.

vated ayeas. 

Mustard, stinkweed, sowthistle. 
blue lettuce and dozens of other 
well known weeds are grow 
undisturbed in Hanna. Pigweed 
which infests the landscape, need 
not be mentioned, as it is much the 
least of our weed enemies, It will 
kill out as cultivated land goes 
back to grass. But to allow the 
more dangerous of our noxious 
‘weeds to thrive uMtouched, within 
the precincts of Hanna, is some 
thing which reflects little credit up 
on the town or its citizens. Such a 
practice is hastening the arrival of 
that day when our wheat nds will 
be so polluted that grain growing 
will no longer be possible, and 
Hanna will cease to be known as 
the centre of one of the best wheat 
growing districts of Western Can 
ada. 

Individuals should be forced to 
clear their properties of noxious 
weeds at their own expense but the 
civic fthers of the Town of Hanna 
should see that streets, boulevards 
and vacant properties are cleared 
at the town’s expense, If there are 
any unemployed, no better piece of 
work could be undertaken than au 
early weed campaign. Scythes, Sic 
kles and spades might well be pul 
to work before it is too late.
